specially eventful is the history of the 
prisoner’s brief, brilliant and criminal ca- 
reer as told by himself. 

His father was an Englishman and a noted 
archeologist who went to Greece to pursue 
his studies in that ine. In that country he 
married a Greek girl, the mother of the 


prisoner. 

Both of his parents died when Douglas was 
a child. When 9 years of age, Cornelius 
O. Bliss, of Trenton, N. J., who was then 
traveling in Greece, adopted the young 
Greek as his son, and the boy was brought to 


America. 

„Having inherited from my father, 
Douglas says, a love for historical and 
scientific research, I studied in a night 
school, where I attracted the attention of 
Mr. Dodge, senior member of the firm. Mr. 
Dodge was a bachelor and very wealthy. He 
took a fancy to me, and fitting me out with a 
$1,000 lettter of credit sent me to Rome to 
study. When the funds called for by my let- 
ter of credit were exhausted I returned to 
America and took a special course in Colum- 
bia College.’’ 

In this statementthe professors of the col- 
lege bear out the prisoner. Librarian Baker 
Says, moreover, that young Douglas gained 
the friendship of the late Prof. John S. New- 
berry by presenting him with eighty volumes 
froma Roman library. Prof. Newberry in- 
troduced the archzologist to Mr. Baker, and 
told him he was a perfectly trustworthy 
person to whom to give access to the shelves 
ofthe costliest books. 

Again Douglas went to Rome, where he 
continued his researches. Three months 
ago he landed once more in New York. Since 
then he has haunted the big libraries, where 
he was known and trusted on account of his 
connection with Columbia College and his 
accomplishments. 

Further light is thrown on the prisoner’s 
career by letters which President Low of 
Columbus has received from librarians and 
people in Rome with whom Douglas has had 
transactions. He swindled Marque & Co., 
the Roman bankers, out of a large sum of 
money, it appears. The booksellers in the 
Eternal City also suffered at the hands of the 
Greek. Itis now supposed that the costly 
volumes which Douglas gave Prof. Newberry 
were stolen. 

When he left Rome Douglas told his friends 
to write to him at Columbia College, and 
President Low isconstantly getting letters 
from Italy from anxious inquirers after the 
Greek bibliomaniac, if he be a bibliomaniac, 
which is claimed by some of the young man’s 
friends. But an unnatural propensity to 
steal dooks would not expiain his proneness 
to cheat people by forging checks. 

Douglas has had a career as a writer of 
which any young man might feel proud. He 
frequently has contributed to Lippincott’s, the 
Century, Harper’s and other magazines. One 
of his latest productions was Rome's Epi- 
taph,’’ published in the Antiquarian of a re- 
cent date. An article from his pen, entitled 
‘*Will Air Burn?“ lately published in a Bos- 
ton paper, attracted the attention of the 
scientific world, and Douglas has received a 
great many dattering letters on account of 
ao manner in which he handled bia 
subject.

One of the most interesting sights in the 
world is the President of the United States |.

The precedent 
of spoils is not held in much awe by plain 
people who think soberly upon real polit- 
ical questions, and it is hard to justify it 
on any rational ground or by considera- 
tions of public expediency. 

President Cleveland has now another op- 
portunity to show his independence. 
After filling the more important adminis- 
trative offices to the number, perhaps, of a 
hundred he can, without imperiling the 
public interest, tell the rank and file of the 
spoilsarmy to go home and wait for a 
more convénient season. . He could then 
devote himself to the duties to discharge 
which he was elected, free from the 
harassing but impertinent cares which 
have assailed every President since Jack- 
son.

extent of $5,000, Everything is quiet thus 
lar on the connecting lines, The Ann Arbor 
bas given no notice that it is unable toreceive 
freight, but connections expect such notice 
momentarily. 

The Ann Arbor Road is a system covering 
250 miles, the main line being from Toledo, 
O., to Cadillac, Mich., 234 miles. The large 
towns on the line are Ann Arbor, Saginaw, 
Owosso, Mt, Pleasant, Sherman, Manistee 
and Frankfort. J. M. Ashley. is President, 
J. M. Ashley Jr., is Vice President and Henry 
W. Ashley is general Manager. Other offices 
are filled by’cousins and relatives by mar- 
riage. The road is stocked for $5,300,000 and 
bonded for $10,000,000. The headquarters 
are in Toledo.

The elevators at Superior are full of grain and the 
mills are now doing little, so that the dally showing 
of business is rather against activity.

A freemen tinge te the grass asa result of the late 
mild weather and the present good rains, shows how 
beneficial favorable weather is, and would indicate 
that the present dead-looking wheat crop may im- 
prove materially ina 1 if 4 spring 
weather costinues and there is planty of rain. 


St. Petersburg advices of the 13th inst state that 
navigation is now re-established iu all the Black Sea 
and Azov ports, and stocks of grainin those centers 
are rather considerable. At Odessa alone, accord- 
ing to latest returns, the reserves of all kinds of 
grain amounted to 10, 200,000 bu, the bulk compris- 
ing wheat. 


How Statistician Dodge can be expected to figure 
Out small reserves of corn is difficult to understand, 
It is well known that large reserves were carried 
over from the 91 to the 94 crop, and the latter 
crop, though considerably smaller than the year 
before, was not much below an xYerage. Out of this 
92 crop much less was fed to live stock than usual, 
asthe usual number of live stock was not in the 
country, it All reports. are to be believea, and the 
movement to market so far this season has been far 
below last season and even less than an average.

Minneapolis Market Record - According to official 
accounts.of the statistical Bureau of Agriculture of 
the larger wheat growing countries the United 
States occupies an inferior position in estimated 
yield peracre.

It is to be 
considered in thisthat the last five years include 
two of the largest crops we ever 
while Russia las deen in the 
severe famine. Thas is, that un- 
der adverse conditions, Russia has fallen only 1.3 
bu peracre below American abundance. As the 
acreage in Russia has not been revised in the last 
half dozen years, itis presumed that it is not cor. 
rectly given in the estimates, but that it is larger 
than estimated. That would naturally make ‘the 
yield peracre smaller than reported. Or the total 

ieid would be greater than reported. The Amer- 
lean total yield is likely under-estimated as shows 
in the larger reserves carried Over each season than 
estimated, in making upthe yields.

But it is no einen“ game either 
way. Everybody hasa chance to pick the 
winner and that is just what everyone seems 
bent on doing. The variety of opinions ex- 
pressed and reasons given for such opinions 
are interesting, if considered alone as evi. 
dences of how the average human will hedge 
on his own conviction. It is almost as dim. 
cult to get a point blank expression of 
opinion as to who will win as it is to guess 
the winning number iaalottery. When a 
man whose opinion is worth anything is 
asked to state who he thinks will be the win- 
ner of the contest, he shrugs his shoulders, 
says One thing at one time, says another in 
the next breath, gives reasons either one 
way or the other to support his claim and 
then fixes matters so that he will be able to 
say Il told you so’’ after the fight Is over. 

There are some few who are outspoken. 
Bat“ Masterson, whom there is no need of 
introducing, says in his off-hand six-shooter 
way that Hall will win. *‘Bat’’ has been 
right in line of late, and his opinion is worth 
attention. He picked Corbett and Smith, and 
has profited largely on his judgment. He has 
seen Doth Hall and Fitzsimmons fight. 

He believes that Hall will win, because he 
thinks that Hall is game, that he can hit 
harder than Fitzsimmons, that he is the 
equal of the champion in skill, and that he 
possesses as much endurance as does Fitz- 
simmons. Masterson admits that Fitzsim- 
mons is a wonderfully clever man, a danger- 
ous fellow to meddle with and a fiend at out- 
fighting. 

The trouble with the sporting public is that 
they cannot tell if Fitzsimmons has the heart 
to stand the ‘‘gaff.’’ He has never shown 
the white feather, though there are some 
who believe that he wasatrifie excited in 
that first round when he came so near being 
put out by Peter Maher. He has never yet 
been in a position where he was required to 
stand punishment andthe talent is therefore 
at sea. Bob stands 6 feet in his stockings 
andislankandlathy. His whole body isa 
mass of knotted, gnarled muscle. The 
texture on Bob’s bones seems to be made of 
whalebone and cat-gut. Outfighting is his 
forte. He can hit and get away better than 
any man in the business. 

Jim Hall is four years younger than his op- 
ponent and those who ought to know say he 
is stronger. He stands just as high in his 
Stocking feet and hisreach is just one inch 
longer than Bob's. So there youare. If he is 
shifty enough to land on Bob's nut he can 
bring matters to a satisfactory settlement as 
far as his backers are concerned, but nobody 
has yet shown enough cleverness to connect 
with Bob’s elusive cranium. The way to 
make money on the fight is to keep off.

THE GIBBONS-DALY FIGHT. 
Austin Gibbons of Paterson, N. J., last 
night proved his saperiority over Mike Daly 
of Bangor, Me. It took thirty-one rounds to 
reach the result. Both men weighed in at 
8 o’clock in the afternoon, Gibbons at 133 
pounds and Daly under the 135 pounds limit 


inthe articles. There was a large crowd 
present, which argues well for the success of 
to-night’s battle, Thetwo lightweights put 
up a very clever exhibition, but Daly was 
clearly overmatched. He showed science 
and an amount of gameness and staying 
qualities that no one gave him credit for, but 
the Paterson lad went to work in a cool- 
headed manner, soon discovered his adver- 
sary’s style of fighting, and with his 
superior height and reach proceeded to 
make a chopping block of him. Daly was 
full of fight in the opening round and rushed 
his antagonist, but a stiff uppercut puta 
stop to his ambition. In the sixth round the 
Bangor boy was all but done for, Gibbons 
planting two stingers on his opponent that 
resounded all over the house. He rushed 
and furious infighting followed, Daly fell to 
his knees, but the gong sounded as Referee 
Duffy was half-way through the count. Daly 
rallied and fought stubbornly. In the 
twenty-fifth round Gibbons opened his ear 
and made him distinctly groggy. Daly tried 
to save himself by clinching, fouling Gibbons 
with his knees, and fouling at every blow. 
Both men were . in the final round. 
Gibbons swung his right on Daly’s jaw, 
flooring him. He stayed down for eight 
seconds. When he arose Gibbons tanded 
with all his force on the chin and Daly went 
to sleep. 

Austin Gibbons was born in this country in 
1870. His first professional ring venture was 
against Luke Clarke, and he won in six 
rounds. 

He next disposed of Geo. Young in three 
rounds. Geo. Butler was next downed in 
eleven rounds. Jim Siddy had enough in 
five rounds. Frank Moore was put out in 
nine rounds. Jack Kenny was whipped in 
seven rounds. On Dec. 14, 1890, Mike Oushing 
lost in twenty-four rounds. -On Nov. 7, 1690, 
Gibbons and Cushing — again, and the lat - 

e in nineteen rounds. 
Gibbons now went to San Franciseo for a 
fight, but did not get it, and 
he returned to his Paterson home soon after 
to leave for New Orieans, where Andy Bowen 
romised to meet him. He was fuoled again, 
10Wever, as Bowen would not sign, so he 
left for London, where he whipped Jim Ver- 
ral in four rounds. His last battle was fought 
on Sept. 11, 1891, in the rooms of the Granite 
Athletic Association, Hoboken, N. J., with 
Jack McAuiiffe for the championship of 
America. The fight was stopped at the end 
of the sixth round and given to McAuliffe, 

Gibbons next fought Andy Bowen in the 
Metropolitan Club on Dec. 29, 1891, winning 
in forty-elgnt rounds, without reciving a 
scratch, The Paterson lad then went to En- 
gland to fignt Stanton Abbott, but failing 
1 ill, threw up the sponge and came 

ome.
